LONDON, July 19.— Just back of 
the residence of the American Am­ 
bassador in Chesham 
Place, Bel­ 
gravia, stands a rather delapidated 
four-storied 
mansion 
whose doors 
once opened only to royalty; the 
top-most strata of English aristoc­ 
racy, and the elect of court and 
diplomatic circles. It was then the 
abode of the Imperial Russian am­ 
bassador. 
Today, according to a footnote on 
Foreign Office diplomatic lists, it 
is merely ‘‘Chesham 
House” 
and 
designated as the address of Mon­ 
sieur E. Sabline, “charged with the 
liquidation of matters connected with 
the late Russian government.” The 
brilliant companies it knew in for­ 
mer days have given place to g a;* 
erings of miscellaneous folk 
who 
spend an occasional evening there 
dancing, and paying admission fees 
which go to Russian refugee funds. 
In Bond Street, London’s famous 
shopping center, and in Moorgato 
street, within a stonestlirow of the 
Bank of England are located the 
palatial offices of the consular and 
trade delegations of the 
Russian 
Socialist Federal Soviet Republic. In 
Park Lane is the magnificent resi­ 
dence of Leonard Krassin who, as 
the representative of the Lenine- 
Trotzky government, negotiated the 
Anglo-Itussian 
trade 
agreement 
which 
presaged 
the establishment 
of these Soviet agencies in London. 
In an obscure corner of London 
may be 
found 
the modest, even 
hunvble, dwelling or Constantin Na- 
bokoff, the last 
representative 
in 
London of Czar Nicholas IL Na- 
bokoff was counselor of the em­ 
bassy when his chief, Count Ben- 
ckendorff, the Russian ambassador, 
died 
in January, 
1917. Nabokoff 
thereupon became Charge d’ affaires 
and in that exalted position was the 
master 
of 
Chesham 
House /until 
September 9, 1919, when he yielded 
to E. Sabline, appointed by Saz- 
onoff, foreign minister of the Kol­ 
chak government. 
A Russian Delegate 
Nabokoff was a member of the 
Russian delegation that concluded 
the treaty of Portsmouth at the 
close of the Russo-Japanese war. 
Today, Nabokoff, once the dispen­ 
ser of an autocratic monarch’s hos­ 
pitality, slaves away at a desk in 
Fleet 
street 
preparing 
pamphlets 
designed to keep alive the anti- 
bolshevik cause. With ready smile 
and cheerful optimism he talks con­ 
fidently of the day, ‘‘not far .n the 
future,” when, he declares, RuNia s 
bolshevik rulers will be dethroned 
and successors, “chosen 
by 
the 
people,” will bring his land once 
more within the sphere of interna­ 
tional affairs. 
After the collapse of the Kerensky 
provisional government and the ac­ 
cession of the Lenine-Trotzky reg­ 
ime, all Russian government funds 
deposited 
in 
London 
banks were 
confiscated by the British govern­ 
ment, but the embassy itself was 
technically private 
property 
and 
could 
not be seized. The British 
Foreign Office 
notified 
Petrograd 
authorities that the appointment of 
a new Russian Ambassador to Lon­ 
don was expected. Sazonoft, former­ 
ly a subordinate 
of Count Ben- 
chendorff, was appointed, his desig­ 
nation was welcomed by the British, 
but Sazonoff did not appearv Baron 
Meyendorff was the second appoin­ 
tee for the post. This choice was 
made early in June, 1917. But he 
did not come to London. 
He Prefer**! Rome 
The third ambassador-designate, 
Prince Gregoire Troubetzkoi, declar­ 
ed at the lith hour that he would 
prefer to go to Rome. Nabokoff 
sought the approval of the British 
officials that de Giers, then Russian 
Ambassador at Rome, should come 
to London instead. Lord Hardings, 
under secretary, exploded: 
“Three 
times has the 
consent 
of His 
Majesty been given to the appoint­ 
ment of au ambassador. Ntme of 


these gentlemen ever appeared in 
London and the Provisional Govern­ 
ment never took the trouble to ex­ 
plain the reason of this extraordin­ 
ary procedure, much less to apo­ 
logize for Troubetzkoi’s failure to 
arrive was demanded.” Explanation 
was deferred pending the arrival in 
London 
of Tereschenko,, 
at 
that 
time Russia's foreign minister. Tere­ 
schenko did not come to London, 
and a fortnight later the Provisional 
Government was overthrown by the 
Bolsheviki. 
% 
Litvin off’s appointment as bolshe­ 
vik ‘‘ambassador” soon followed. All 
Russian government funds includ­ 
ing those at the disposal of Nabok­ 
off for embassy expenses, were seiz­ 
ed by the British government. An 
official intimation was given Na­ 
bokoff, however, that Britain would 
grant “assistance” , and henceforth 
expenses were defrayed from grants 
by th*- British exchequer totaling 
about £190,000 
until 
March 31, 
1919, when credits were opened by 
the Kolchak government at Omsk. 
Nabokoff, occupant of an embas­ 
sy that bore the name of a non­ 
existent government, subjected 
to 
many limitations, denied the privi­ 
lege of cipher communication and 
no longer accorded the diplomatic 
entree, continued 
to communicate 
by letters marked “ private” with 
the British Foreign Office. 
Litvinoff the bolshevik envoy was 
never officially recognized, but was 
in 
constant 
intercourse 
with 
the 
British government and enjoyed cer­ 
tain privileges, such as a cipher and 
diplomatic 
courier 
service, 
which 
w^re refused Nabokoff. 
Kameneff Arrives. 
Then Kameneff, appointed bolshe­ 
vik ambassador to Paris, arrived in 
London. 
Premier 
Clemenceau 
re­ 
fused him admission to France. He 
was repatriated, la 1918. Litvinoff 
was invited by the British govern­ 
ment to return home via Scandi­ 
navia, 
and 
thus 
ended 
the 
ano- 
molous existence in London of two 
Russian agencies, 
each 
claiming 
recognition, neither receiving it, yet 


both in close touch with the British 
government. 
In August, 1919, Arthur Balfour, 
British representative at the Peace 
conference, and Sazonoff, who had 
become Foreign 
Minister 
of the 
Omsk 
government, 
arranged 
in 
Paris that E. Sabline should assume 
charge in London of the liquida­ 
tion of the “ late Russian govern­ 
ments.” He took charge in Septem­ 
ber of that! year. 
From what source comes the funds 
with which Chesham House is main­ 
tained is a mystery, for the last 
known 
source, the Omsk govern­ 
ment, long ago ceased to be any­ 
thing more than a name. Inquirers 
hear 
tales 
of 
large 
amounts 
of 
money accumulated in London and 
Paris by the Kerensky and other 
Russian administrations, remaining 
to the credit of individuals who 
played leading roles in those short­ 
lived attempts to establish sover­ 
eignty. 
Scotland Yard customarily assigns 
a policeman to special duty*in front 
of foreign embassies and legations 
in London. A white-gloved constable 
patrols night and day before Chesh­ 
am House. But it is not because 
Chesham House is recognized even 
by metropolitan police officials as 
an embassy. It is because, in 1918, 
bolshevik agents threatened to seize 
the place by force, and the con­ 
stable was placed on duty as a pre- 
rau I ion 
against unse emly disturb­ 
ance in aristocratic Belgravia.

Sweet Pickled Peaches 
6 lbs. fruit 
3 lbs. sugar 
I pt. water 
✓ 
1 pt. vinegar 
4 oz. stick cinnamon 
2 oz. whole! cloves 
I oz. ginger 
Select firm clingstone peaches. It 
is better to have them under-ripe 
than over-ripe. Peel and drop at 
once into a syrup which is made 
by boiling together the sugar and 
water, and boil for fifteen minutes. 
Cool quickly and allow to stand for 
from two to three hours. Drain off 
syrup, put vinegar and spices into 
it, boil for fifteen minutes, then 
add the peaches and cook together 
for half an hour. Let stand over 
night. Next morning drain off the 
syrup, boil for twenty minutes, add 
the peaches, and continue cooking 
for 
fifteen 
minutes 
longer. 
Cool 
again and let stand for two hours 
or over night, then boil ail togther 
until 
the 
peaches 
are clear 
and 
tender. Pack peaches cold into jars, 
garnish with snips of stick cinna­ 
mon, cover with strained syrup, seal 
and process quart jars for twenty 


minutes at 180 degrees Fahrenheit 
(simmering). 
When inserting cloves into peaches, 
as a garnish, use one to each two i 
peaches.

7 lbs. hard pears 
3$ lgs. sugar 
I pt. vinegar 
1 oz. ginger root 
£ lemdn (rind) 
£ oz. whole cloves 
£oz. whole allspice 
2 oz. stick cinnamon 
Cut pears in half, remove the 
seeds and pare. Make a syrup of 
vinegar and sugar, tie the spices in 
small pieces of cheesecloth and add 
them to the syrup! When this mix­

pears and lemon rind and bring to 
the boiling point, cool quickly, and 
allow to stand over night. The next
